Applicants' amendment filed 2/21/06 is not completely responsive to the previous Office action mailed 1/27/06 for the following 
reasons: 

The previous Office action set forth that the amendment filed 11/03/05 was not compliant with 37 CFR 1.121 because (1) the status 
identifiers for claims 16, etc. were incorrect, and (2) the status of claim 4 was indicated as "previously amended," whereas the claim 
confusingly contains a half bracket (]) in the penultimate line of the claim. In the amendment filed 2/21/06, while the problem with (1) 
has been corrected, the issue of (2) above has not been addressed.
